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WATERFORD’S RECORD. 
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(By J. P. R.) 

D URING the last few years Waterford 

has come into an _ unusual 
prominence in sport as the result of the 
achievements of its professional Associa- 
tion football team in the competitions 
organised by the Football Association ri 
the Irish Free State; but “ soccer ” plays 
only a minor role in the sporting life cf 
the community, which is to-day as much 
devoted to the horse as it was in tho 
palmy days of fox hunting and racing. 
As a matter of fact, there are not many 
branches of sport that the people of 
Waterford do not take a deep interest in ; 
fox hunting, horse racing, Rugby football, 
angling, Gaelic football and hurling, 
cricket, lawn tennis, golf, rowing, hockey, 
athletics, coursing, Association football, 
all have their devotees in considerable 
numbers. 


THE GOOD OLD DAYS. 


In the old days, however, it was the 
hunting ‘which made a name for the 
county, and in that respect one recalls the 
famous packs which were maintained 
entirely at their own expense by the Lords 
Waterford, who, when in residence at 
Curraghmore, hunted a country con- 
sisting of seven hundred and twenty- 
five square miles of land, all of 
which was huntable. Records reveal 
that during the Mastership of one 
holder of the title the anhual cost was 
estimated at £650 for each day per week 
the hounds were out, and that his hunt- 
ing cost his lordship £1,000 a day 

Fox hunting is still maintained in the 
county by the Waterford and West Water- 
ford Hunts; but, of course, not in the 
regal style which marked the wonder- 
ful sport provided by the famous 
packs which owed their origin to 
the third: Marquis of Waterford, who, 
in 1840, gave up fox hunting in England, 
came over to reside at Curraghmore, the 
ancestral home, and, after a period of 
fine sport with the Tipperary’s, brought 
his pack from Fethard and amalgareated 
with those of the County Waterford and 
Mr. Briscoe’s, a combination which, as we 
are told, formed the nucleus of the 
Curraghmores, which vere disbarded in 
1881, as the result of trouble duringsthe 
Land League days. 

Racing also has flourished in Water- 
ford, which boasts its racecourse at 
Tramore, where capital racing is pro- 
vided, the three days’ fixture in August 
being the most important in the South of 
Ireland. Coursing, m season, arouses 
quite a keen interest in the county which

Possibly 
there may not be the same love for 
athletics among the people as prevailed in 
the days of the brothers WDavin, of

marked, there are but few branches of 
sport in which they are not interested. 

The spread of Rugby football through- 
out the county has been no less remark- 
able than the development of Association 
football in the city, and that grand sport, 
rowing, has hundreds of adherents, 
thanks to the success of the Waterford 
Boat Club, which has put many splendid 
crews on the Suir and on the water 
at our principal regattas. Cricket, law» 
tennis, and hockey ave making consider- 
able strides in the county, and with two 
excellent golf courses with:n easy reach, 
one at Tramore and the other adjacent to 
the railway station, those who are keen 
on ‘the Royal and Ancient game have 
ample facilities tor playing it.

A SHIPWRECK OF A | 
CENTURY AGO. 


THE SIN” ING OF 
“THE SEAHORSE.” 


- 


In the Antiquities section of the 
Exhibition there are some relics of a 
wreck which occurred in Tramore Bay 
more than one hundred years ago, and 
which is still spoken of in the district— 
the wreck of the transport ‘' Seahorse,” 
with a loss of mearly 400 men and women. 

The 2nd Battalion of the 59th Fast 
Lancashire Regiment embarked for Ire- 
land on January 24th, 1816. They had 
been protecting the road from Brussels 
at the time of the Battle of Waterloo, 
but had escaped any serious militar 
engagement at the time, Rv in 
menaced by 5,000 French cavalry. One of 
their vessels, ‘‘ The Seahorse,” a ship of 
550 tons, struck at mid-day on January 
30th. The life-boats had previously been 
washed away, and several of the children 
were saved by being put into chests, and 
so washed ashore by the waves. 


A CONTEMPORARY ACCOUNT, 

Writing to his father the day after the 
wreck, one of the survivors, Lieutenant 
Hartford, said :— 

“I will only tell you that out of 
504 men, 34 women, 33 children, 16 
officers and about 20 sailors, only 4 
officers, 25 soldiers and 2 sailors have 
escaped. . . . Since I was horn I 
have never witnessed such a ®ight— 
the screams and prayers of all. The 
sea! beating and washing the deck 
every moment, sweeping off numbers 
at a time. . The beach crowded 
with people who could render no 
assistance. No boat could live in 
such a sea, or put out for the surf. . 
Never could there be such a horrible 
sight, and I fancy I see the agonised 
countenances of the unfortunate 
sufferers on the wreck. . . . There

The Government were 
jully ahve to the fact that four or. five 
cornties grouped around Athy were countics 
which grewegrain for sale, and to save them 
iom this depression’ in grain prices they 
aq asked the taxpayers to pay directly, 
ang indirectly, the subsidy of £300 000 a year 
to establish a market for sugar-beet, and in 
return for it they had asked the local farmers 
to try and change their agricultural economy 
to feed more ot the sate of their farms 
to their stock and to sell less. 

TARIFFS, 

As many people told them that the solution 
oí their difficulties lay im tariffs, these were 
the facts: First, a tariff meant a tax, and 
therefore an Increase in the cost. of the im- 
ported article. The point which everyone 
sould realise was that they had a surplus 
of more than half of their production, They 
exported every year in agricultural produce 
about thirty million pounds’ worth of goods 
and they imported only three million pounds’ 
worth. If all their agricultural imports were 
ohibited and Irish produce substituted on 
the home market they would still have a 
surplus of agricultural produce worth about 
twenty-five million pounds. That was about 
half of their total production. As Jong as 
that state of affairs existed there could be no 
improvement m their agricultural prices 
through tariffs, because as long as they pro- 
duced those articles their foreign market was 
Vital. 
ke he Government had imposed tariffs on butter. 
ind the price was now ls. 8d. to 1s. 10d. per lb., 
and they produced about ten million pounds’ 
worth of butter in this country annually and 
exported about five million pounds’ worth, 
but for three or four winter months the pro- 
duction was only equal to half the require- 
ments of the home market. For that reason 
the tariff created a shortage auld prices rose, 
and by April they would begin to fall, and 
they would fall further in May; and in June, 
when they again had a surplus, butter prices 
here. in spite of the tariff, would be again the

FEEDING-ETUFFS.

A LOCAL SCHEME. 

Alderman D. H. Christie, Mayor of Cole- 
raine, said that what they wanted was a 
purely local scheme as far as distribution 
was concerned. Should the Antrim Com- 
pany’s scheme go on, and they. could give 
them current at favourable prices, the Coun 
cil, he believed, would take it. The company 
must put their cards on the table and let the 
Council consider the matter as business men. 
The people of the borough, with a very few 
exceptions, were absolutely opposed to thie 
control of electrical distribution gong out of 
the hands of the Council. He thought the 
Electrical Distribution Compeny would find 
they had plenty to do without going into 
towns like Coleraine, Kilrea and Garvagh. 
It was absurd that they should want to do 
so when they could not possibly distribute 
electricity as economically, or give as great 
satisfaction as local concerns. 

Mr. Wm. Henry (Town Clerk) gave details 
of the Borough Council’s decision to proceel 
with an electricity scheme of their own. For 
the purpose of the scheme the Council had 
procured a special order, which vrs still un- 
revoked, ind they had arranged for a loan 
of £19,500. 

At present the Council was supplying gas 
from its own works at 3s.. 4d. per thousand 
cubic feet. Recently vertical retorts were i4- 
stalled and a new additional gas holder pro- 
vided at a cost of £15,000. The liabilities in 
respect of the loan were being discharged 
out of the revenue from the gasworks which 
were in a very good inanciel position. The 
present rate of 9s. in the £ included a poor 
rate of 2s. 6d. 

Councillor Robert Hunter, solicitor, said 
that bis personal opinion was that Coleraine 
was already supplied with excellent light and 
power from the gasworks. He thought 
those who wanted electricity should pay for 
it and not put it on the rates.

smoke issuing from Mr. "Briody’s shop, and 
alarmed the household. . | 

The fire at this time had gained a fierce 
hold, particularly in the hallway, kitchen 
and ground-floor rooms, and escape by the 
street entrance was cut off. As a matter of 
fact, from Shop street the flames could be 
seen issuing out on the street. The lower 
staircases were enveloped in flames, and Mr. 
Briody, his wife, and Miss Kelly, a shop 
assistant, and the maid, who were the only 
occupants of the house, found themselves in 
a very precarious position. Miss Kelly, who 
from her room had to run the gauntlet 
of the flames, received burns about the 
hands and arms before escaping from the 
house. Mrs. Briody, who escaped through 
« skvlight into a neighbouring yard, sus- 
tained some injuries and severe shock in doing 
so, and both her and Miss Kelly had to be 
subsequently taken to hospital. Mr. Briody, 
having seen the womenfolk out of the burn- 
ing house, made his own escape also by the 
rear, and set about alarming the occupants 
of the neighbouring houses, several of whom 
hurriedly dressed themselves and rushed out 
to render assistance. j 

The Drogheda Fire Brigade, umder the 
direction of Mr. Lennon, was very promptly 
on the scene. arriving within twenty minutes 
of the first alarm, and set about endeavouring 
to save the premises from complete destruc- 
tion.

' Galway, unfolded a remarkable story 
to Detective Sergeant Lawlor, Galway, 
in relating a terrifying experience he had on a 
small island on Lough Corrib one night Jast 
January, when Audley and a man named 
Molloy went on the island for thé purpose of 
making poteen. 

Audiey stated that Molloy invited hirh to 
go with him to the island. They set out and 
rowed across the lake about 2 p.m.. Molloy 
had a full poteen-making apparatus on the 
island, and all materials required. He made 
a fire, fixed the apparatus together, and at 
about 9 p.m. the first poteen supply was ready. 
Shortly afterwards Molloy decided to go back 
to the mainland for food, and would not allow 
Audley to accompany him. The lake was 
very rough when Mollay set out alone. A 
terrible rainstorm arose, and the island was 
swept by a fierce gale. Audley, who could 
get no shelter, was terrified, and when dawn 
broke he shouted for help. A man named 
Reilly, who was watering his horse on the 
shore overheard the cry of distress, and with 
a neighbour rowed out and rescued Audley. 

Subsequently when Audley heard that 
Molloy had not returned home he and two 
neighbours set ont in a boat in search of 
him. They found the boat washed up on a 
rock, and Molloy’s dead body was half in the 
boat, with the head and hands hanging out. 
any reported the matter to the Guards. 

e sequel was a prosecution against 
Audley, at Headford District Court, for 
having possession of a still, still-head, a 
worm, six gallons of poteen, and eighty 
gallons of wash, which Sergeant Travers 
found on the island on January 26. The 
men who rescued Audley from the island 
were not able to identify him, and Audley’s 
statement to Sergeant Lawlor was then given 
in as evidence of identification. 

Mr. LL. J. O'Dea, solicitor, defending. asked 


Syperintendent Heapy promised Audlé¥ ‘tin 
there would be no prosecution against him 
for the poteen,. and the sergeant replied that 
the Superintendent said that “ there would 
be no prosecution as far as he was con- 
cerned.’” The Superintendent and the detec- 
tive-Sergeant were only investigating the 
death of Molloy, and had nothing to do with 
the poteen charge. 

Justice Ford said that the identification 
rested entirely on the statement, which was 
not legal on account of the promise given by 
the Superintendent, who was then a person in 
authority. “ I can only dismiss the case with- 
out prejudice,” he ‘ell ‘‘ and I greatly regret 
having to do so owing to the terrible mis- 
fortunes that are following a great many 
people through poteen-making and drunken- 
ness. I am glad to see one of the State 
witnesses here to-day is a reformed man, 
whom I fined £50 here on a poteen charge 
some time ago. But if ever Audley comes 
before :ne again, I am afraid I will be very 
much prejudiced against him, no matter what 
the etiquette of justice demands.” 

Mr. O’Dea—1 do not think you will ever 
sce him here again on such a charge, as he 
is now a teetotaller and has learned a lesson.

The 
second scheme, whereby Senate and Dail, 
voting together, elect the Senators through 
the system of proportional representation, 
remains in force. Under this system the 
Senate is losing its original character ; for 
its members are elected, not by reason of 
‘ special qualifications ” or because they 
have “ done honour to the nation,” but 
on the strict party ticket. The 
parties in the Dail now secure their pro- 
portions of adherents in the Senate, with 
the result that the Upper Chamber has 
succumbed to the party system, Its votes,

formerly given for independent reasons, 
follow the crack of the party whip, and 
the Senate has become a mere ieplica of 
the Lower House. It has lost its raison 
d’étre, and Article 20 of the Constitution 
survives merely as the tombstone of a 
baffled hope. 

The "Senate’s decline is not due solely 
to the system of its. election; for the 
present Government seemis to be resolved 
to put it, and to keep it, in a subordinate 
place.

Crime and the Police. 


Yesterday Mr. Justice McCardie spoke 
strongly about the present state of law 
enforcement in England. ‘‘ The body of 
serious crime in this country,’’ he said, 
“ is greater to-day than it has been during 
the last sixty years.’’ There are more 
persistent criminals, and the criminal of 
to-day is smarter at his business than were 
the evil-doers of former days. The judge 
implied that much of this increase in 
crime was due to the comparative 
ineficiency of the modern police. In- 


dividually, of course, they are as good as 
they once were; collectively, too, they 
are a more formidable body. The trouble 
seams to lie largely in the increased scope 
of police duties, which demands that their 
vigilance shall be distributed over too wide 
an area. Thirty years ago the policeman 
was an admirable guardian of the law. 
To-day he does his duty every whit as wel]. 
but a difference lies in the fact that more 
laws exist to be guarded. Formerly the 
whole force could concentrate its efforts 
on cases of crime, extending from murder 
to shop-lifting ; nowadays the policeman’s 
principal job seems to be the direction of 
traffic. Figures indicating the growth of the 
English police force within this century 
are hard to obtain, but certainly they 
show no increase to compare with the 
number of men who have been diverted 
from the pursuit of serious crime to duty 
as pointsmen. A reform of some sort is 
needed if fear of the police is to exert a 
wholesome check on criminals. Perhaps, 
it might be sufficient to divide the force 
permanently into two halves, of which 
one would specialise in the pursuit of 
crime, while the other would confine itself 
to the humdrum business of traffic con-

“SCENE” IN FRENCH

PARIS, Tuesday. 

There was an angry scene in the 
Chamber this afternoon when the question 
of the extension of free education in 
secondary schools came up in the course 
of a debate on the Finance Bill. 

M. Francois Albert, Radical ex-Minister 
of Public Instruction, was speaking and 
was constantly interrupted by the Right, 
which led him to refer to “ the violent 
interruptions cn the other side of the 
House.”’ 

A member of that side, Colonel Callies, 
retorted: “ Not vielent—disdainful.’’ 

M. Francois Albert took strong excep- 
tion to this, but Colonel Callies pointed 
out that the remark was not addressed 
personally to M. Frangois Albert.

FRENCH WAR LOAN 
SURPRISE. 


COMPENSATION LIKELY 
FOR BONDHOLDERS. 


The French Budget Bill affords grounds 
for hope that British holders of French 
War Loans issued in London may possibly 
recover some of the money lost through 
the de-valuation of the franc. It contains 
a clause under which economies resulting 
from the conversion of the rentes issucs 
may be used to compensate subscribers 
who have suffered directly from the 
monetary laws. 

The Paris Correspondent of the 
Financial News telegraphs that Clause 
41b of the Budget Bill now passing 
through the Chamber states that all con- 
versions of rentes issues by the State 
shall be authorised by a law, which will 
also determine to what extent and in what 
condition the economies resulting from the 
said conversions shall be allocated to 
compensation to subscribers of rentes 
issues who have suffered directly from the 
monetary laws. 

It will be noticed that the clause quoted 
from the Budget Bill limits the possible 
operation of any plan that may be adopted 
by subscribers. The significance of this 
is that it is generally agreed here that no 
compensation is probable for the benefit 
of persons who have bought rentes since 
the revalorisation of the franc became 
effective.

The oniy thing that stands in the 
way here is the limited character of the 
Public Charitable Hospitals (Temporary Pro- 
visions) Act. These Acts, it is proposed, 
shall be amended and extended in such 
manner as to enable the promoters of the 5s. 
sweepstakes to operate in the Free State for 
the benefit of institutions not benefited by- 
the hospital sweeps. B 

It seems that a deputation waited on the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin and others. and that 
Mr. Byrne was invited to co-operate with the 
promoters.

BELFAST, Tuesday. 
AST week's discussion in the British 
i. House of Commons on the. Electoral 
Reíorm Bill had a repercussion in the 
Northern Parliament to-day, when Mr. 
Devlin (Nationalist) said that he wished to 
bring before the House a matter of public 
interest—an action of the Government which 
was most reprehensible. 

During the discussion upon the _representa- 
tion of the People’s Bill in the British Parlia- 
ment, said Mr. Devlin, the Home Secretary 

said that it did not 
apply to Northern 
Ireland because of 


representations made” 


to him by the 

Northern Govern: 

ment. . Up to that 

moment he (Mr. 

Meee Devlin) did not know 

that the Northern 

Government had in- 

terfered, directly or 

indirectly, in the 

matter. He would 

have thought that, 

before attempting to 

speak for Northern 

Mr: Josgpg Devrin. Ireland, the Prime 

Minister would have 

brought the subject before the Northern 
Parliament. : : 

How the matter could be a question for 
the Northern Parliament, Mr. Devlin failed 
to see, as there were thirteen members for 
Nérthern *Irelamd at Westminster. It was a 
rather subtle and. underhand method of 
approaching the Impetial Government not to 
apply the measure to Northern Ireland. 

‘Who authorised the Northern Govern- 
ment to say that the people of Northern Ire- 
land did not want this measure?’ asked Mr. 
Devlin. ‘‘It was practically not discussed.”’ 

Proceeding, Mr. Devlin said that, while the 
Northern Government. abolished proportional 
representation, one of their spokesmen in the 
British Patliamént, the ex-Speaker (Sir Hugh 
O’Neill),;»declared: himself a great believer in 
proportional representation. The statement 
of the Northern Govarnment misrepresented 
the views of the people of Northern Ireland. 
It was said in the British Parliament that 
if the bill applied to Northern. Ireland it 
would “let loose the dogs of war.” 

“Imagine the people of the Shankill road,’ 
declared Mr. Devlin, “ starting riots because 
some people believed in the alternative vote 
and also desired to cheapen the cost of elec- 
tions by abolishing the use of motor cars.” 

Viscount Craigavon, in reply to Mr. Devlin, 
said that he had always been opposed 
to proportional representation for any assembly 
of that kind. So far as the Nationalist repre- 
sentation was concerned, if there was any 
difference it was in favour of Nationalists. 

After Mr. Beattie (Labour) had. repudiated 
any right of the Prime Minister to speak on 
his behalf, the subject dropped. 


THE FISCAL SYSTEM. 


The Prime Minister, replying to Mr. T. 
Henderson (Indpt. U.), said that he would not 
make representhtions to the Imperial Govern- 
ment to amend the Northern Ireland Constitu- 
tion so as to enable the Northern Government 
to impose such tariffs on imported goods as 
might be deemed necessary to protect their 
own industries 

The advanatges to Northern Ireland of 
living incorporated within the same customs 
union, as Great Britain far outweighed the 
disadvantages. ‘When the Imperial Govern- 
ment changed the present fiscal system, 
Ulster woud enjoy the privilices of having 
her manufactures protected in her best 
market, said Lord Craigavon. 


SUPPLEMENTARY ESTIMATES. 


The Minister of Commerce (Mr. J. M. 
Barbour), submitting a supplémentary esti- 
mate for £275 to meet the payment of salaries 
and expenses of the Senate, said that a new 
principle was now invelved, but the original 
estimate was cut finer than was prident. 

Mr. P. O'Neill (Nationalist) declared that 
it would have been more honourable and 
straightforward if the Senate had put down 
w figure for expenses and asked that House 
to pass it. 

Mr. Nixon (Independent Unionist) thought 
the Senate were more distressed about the 
action cf Mr. W. E. D. Allen, the M.P. for 
West Belfast, than the financial provision 
made for them. (Laughter.) 

The Minister of Cemmerce said that eight 
menibers of the Senate had signed the neces- 
sary declaration that their means did not 
permit them to attend to. the duties of the 
Senate without assistance 

Mr. Devlin (Nationalist) said that he 
thought it a humiliation that members of the 
Senate should have to sign such a declaration, 
now that the payment for public service was 
admissible, ; 

The vote was adopted hy 77 to 6. 

In moving a supplementary vote of 
£5.351 for miscellaneous expenses, the 
Minister of Commerce said that the vote in- 
cluded expenditure in connection with the 
taking over of the functions of the Lower Bann 
Navigation Trustees from May Ist, 1930. The 
estimate also included £229 for the purchase 
of a valuable library of 1,200 volumes, which 
was of historical, descriptive and economic 
interest to Northern Ireland. 

Replying to Mr. P. O’Neill (Nat.), the 
Minister said that this library would sub- 
secuently be available for the use of the 
public. 

Mr, Devlin declared that it was somewhat 
inconsistent to buy books to teach anyone in 
Northern Ireland anything about the rest of 
Ireland. _. 

The vote was passed. 

On a vote for £150 for public records, which 
was passed, the Minister of Commerce said 
that it was to cover the cost of the acquisi- 
tion, amongst other things, of a valuable 
genealoyical collection. mainly of the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. 


LANDLORD AND TENANT LAW. - 


A vote of censure upon the Government was 
moved in the Senate by Mr. T. Js Campbell, 
K.C. (Nat.), for its failure to present to 
Parliament any measure for the reform of the 
law of landlord and tenant in towns, and for 
the utilisation of the labour of the many 
thousands of unemployed in useful and neces- 
sary schemes of development. 

Mr. Campbell declared that it might be 
said by some that that was a landlord’s Go- 
vernment, and that they did not desire 
reform of the law; that.they looked upon 
tenant right as landlord’s wrong. 

Viscount Charlemont, in reply, said that 
reform of the law of Jandlotd and tenant in 
towns was a ¢omplicated and comprehensive 
subject. Some time ago the Government sub- 
mitted the matter to a Commission, and the 
report of the Commission was being carefully 
considered by the Government. The Govern. 
ment hoped in the near future to present 
bill to Parliament on the subject. - 

With regard to unemployment, he stated 
that since the Parliament was prorogued last 
November twenty-seven schemes, of which 
the total cost was estimated at £146,000, had 
been - approved. There were 2,300 ‘men 
directly engaged on the schemes now being 
carried out. 

Tha motion was defeated by 16 votes to 4.

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MEMORIES OF LAHINCH. 


(By ‘d. P, R.) 


HE artist who illustrated Mr. Bernard] 
Darwin's ‘British Golf Courses ” 
drew an amusing picture of the trans 

rtation of players from Baldoyle to the 
*ortmarnock clubhouse in the days when we 
sailed, rowed or drove across to the jetty. 
Many a golfer to-day, when he looks at 
the original of that picture, which adorns 
the walls of the clubhouse, gets a good 
laugh out of it," It was not luxury golf 
that was played then; but this much can he 
said for the early pioneers of the game in 
this country—they were enthusiasts, who 
played the game, and played it well, per- 
haps, a good deal better in many respects 
than it is played now. 

What a pity that the artist did not 
accompany Mr, Darwin to Lahinch, and. that 
we have not a similar reminder of the trials 
and hardships of the founders of Lahinch as 
they made their way from Limerick City to 
play their golf over the “half peninsular ” 
at the top end of which stood the famous 
Castle. But he would have had to draw a 
sketch of a train speeding along a narrow 
gauge at the rate of a few miles per hour, 
tumbling off the rails and leaving the 
passengers high and dry on the permanent 
way to do justice to his subject. It would, 
however. have made a cherming comnanion 
picture for the other, by reason of the strong 
contrast, 

It was the year after Mr. Lionel Munn won 
the South of Ireland Championship (1911) 
that I paid my first visit to Lahineh, We

When the officers 
of the Black Watch stationed in Limerick 
went out prospecting for seaside golf accom- 
panied by, among other citizens of Limerick, 
Sir A. W. Shaw, Mr. W. McDonnell, Mr. 
R. de R. Rese and Mr. Matterson, passed by 
the great sand dunes of Doonbeg. near Kil- 
kee, and pitched their tents on the flat on 
tlle far side of the road. where they decided 
on having the first links, they had their 
critics. 

The latter did not altoecther cease their 
murmurings when the clab provided a sort 
of composite inland and sand course. on each 
side of the roed, bat when a third im- 
provement was made much of the criticism 
was disarmed. The links then stood the test 
for many years. although manv Irish golfers 
grumbled at the ‘‘ blindness’? of some of 
the holes. Even the ccr plete and final 
reconstruction of the links, the scrapping 
of all the holes en the old racecourse, and 
the blotting out of the Bay and the Casile.

He made a fine fight; but, as 
was almost inevitable in the case of a man 
who has dropped out of singles, he was 
beaten by that first class young English 
layer, R. C. F. Nichols. Devlin beat R. M. 
Vhite, the first English string, but without 
going any further, one match that should in 
the ordimary way have been a certainty for 
Ireland had been taken by the enemy. 

Mack and Devlin won the first men’s 
doubles for Ireland, the defeated English pair 
heing Hume and White. Next in order of 
play for Ireland, had W: Hamilton been 
available, would have been the brothers 
Hamilton, who showed in the recent cham- 
pionships at Elm Park that they are little 
behind Mack and Devlin. As matters stood 
their place had to be taken by J. L. “Rankin 
and T. H. Boyle, who were beaten, though 
playing against the third English pair they 
would probably have won. The Hamilton 
brothers would almost certainly ' have won 
their match and, thus, had the team played 
as originally selected, all five men’s matches 
might have been won, whereas we had to be 
content with two wins. 

It may be mentioned that in the third 
men's doubles A. Hamilton had a partner 
who had practically no experience of this 
class of play, the accident to W. Hamilton 
having caused such an unexpected vacancy 
that it was possible to. get J. Teuton, the 
selected first substitute.

As the-new cup has only been up for 
two vears they have not yet captured it. but 
season it is difficult 
to visualise their defeat. Devlin has one 
more victory in this event than Mack, for in 
1922 he won it in partnership with G. A. 
Sautter. It is surprising that, in spite of 
so many individual Irish successes in the 
All-England Championships, we have not vet 
succeeded in gaining a first win over England 
in the International series 

The other title winners at the All-England 
meeting are all well known in Ireland. Mrs.

CASE OF A CHEOLE. 


Denis Deegan, described as a butcher, of 
106 North Circular road and Charlotte street, 
was summoned by Detective Sergeant Cullinan 
for, in April last, obtaining by fraud the 
sum of £23 from a Dublin licensed vintner.

Sergeant Cullinan gave evidence that when 
Guard Dempsey served defendant with the 
summons defendant made an unsigned state- 
ment to the effect that “ Tommy Egan had 
a mortgage on the house, and he came down 
on me for it.

FREE STATE THE ONE. 
BRIGHT SPOT. 


The annual general meeting of Messrs. 
Switzer and Co., Ltd., was held yesterday 
at. the company’s offices, 92 Grafton street, 
Dublin. 

Mr. John S. Switzer, Chairman, presided. 
The other directors present were :—Messrs 
George C. Avison, managing director; J. 
Gibson siovre, feorge A. Thompson and 
Weslev F. Hannay 

The statement of accounts showed a profit 
from the twelve months’ trading to January 
Slst, 1931. of £12,335 17s. 5d.. To this sum 
was added the amount brought forward from 
last year's account—£11,043 Os. 11d., making 
a total of £23,433 18s. 4d. Interest 
and dividends on Debenture stock and 
Preference and Ordinary shares absorbed 
£11,500, leaving £1,000 to be allocated to the 
reserve fund, and £10,935 18s. 4d. to be car- 
ried forward to next account. 


CHAIRMAN’S STATEMENT. 


The Chairman, in proposing the adoption of 
the directors’ report and accounts, reviewed 
the work of the various departments, and said 
that some departments had been affected more 
than others by the general trade slump of the 
past venr. In 1928 the company’s business 
declined in the first half of the year and 
increased in the latter half. ‘his order had 
been reversed in the past year, the first half 
being better than the second. Although the 
company’s turnover had not been reduced— 
indeed, it was better than last year—-they felt 
justified in maintaining the full dividend they 
had paid for some years past though the net 
profits did not reach as high a figure as in the 
previous year. 

On the liability side of the balance sheet. 
said the Chairman, the general reserve fund 
now stands at £32,000, and the reserve for 
alterations and contingencies, appears in the 
balance sheet at £3,388, as part of the £1,000 
set aside last year for the purpose, has been 
expended on sprinkler re-instalment, and the 
necessary new plant and fittings, etc., required 
in opening the decorating and works depart 
ment. 

On the assets side of the balance sheet 
there »s an increase of stock in trade ef 
£6,737. chiefly due to additional stock re 
quired in the new departments, and in antici 
pation of a general revival of trade in next 
vear. 

The company may congratulate themselves 
that they had come through so sucessfully, 
especially during the last six months, when 
more diflicult trading conditions began to bc 
felt in Ireland. 


FALLING PRICES. 

The prices of all classes of goods were now 
falling, which might attract tourists to this 
country, as the reduction ought at least #o 
make living cheaper and labour contented 
wit') a corresponding remuneration. 

The same profits as formerly obtained were 
not now to be expected, as might be 
observed by the results shown on many balance 
sheets this vear, the plain facts being that 
they were under-sold by imports from other 
countries where the cost of production 1s 
less, because the rates that oltain for labour 
and merchandise were much lower; we were 
aiso in danger of losing former markets to 
those who can under-sell us. 

The so-called protection of tariffs could be 
over-done, and, as generally applied to 
imported goods, often inc!udes articles which 
are not, or cannot be, made in this country, 
thus taxing the community by raising the 
price of goods without materially increasing 
home manufactures or production. 

Meanwhile taxation in general does not 
grow less, and when applied in the foregoing 
manner merely increases the cost of living 
to the consumer by taking away the advantage | 
that might accrue through falling prices. 

In concluding, he said that the growing 
peacefulness and better feeling throughout 
our own country had been referred to with | 
considerable thankfulness more than once or | 
twice at previous meetings in that room; and, | 
if we except present labour troub!es, the Free | 
State was beginning to be the one bright spot 
on the map. 

Confidence had increased during the year 
in fair and wiser methods of government; 
with the greater advantages beginning to be
